
— 37. A vaccine comprising the EHV mutant of claim 32, and a 
pharmaceutically acceptable carrier or diluent. — 

— 38. A vaccine comprising the EHV mutant of claim 33 and a 
pharmaceutically acceptable carrier or diluent. -- 

— 39. The EHV mutant of claim 21, wherein said deletion is of 
the Hindlll-Clal fragment. — 

— 40. The nucleic acid molecule of claim 22, wherein said 
deletion is of the Hindlll-Clal fragment. — 

— 41. A vaccine comprising the EHV mutant of claim 21 and a 
"pharmaceutically acceptable carrier or diluent. -- 

— 42. A vaccine comprising the EHV mutant of claim 39 and a 
pharmaceutically acceptable carrier or diluent. — 

— 43. A vaccine comprising an attenuated equine herpesvirus 
(EHV) mutant, wherein one or more deletions are introduced into 
the endogenous promoter region of the Immediate Early gene, and a 
pharmaceutically acceptable carrier or diluent.
